otwithstanding  the  War  the  past  year  has  been  an 


important  one  in  the  history  of  our  Society.  It  has 
been  said  that  a  Museum  should  be  a  collection  of  labels  with 
specimens  to  illustrate  them,  and  though  to  most  people  the 
specimens  are  of  greater  interest,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
without  proper  labels  the  specimens  lose  a  great. part  of  their 


value. 


The  Curators  and  staff  of  the  Museum  have  devoted  a  vast 
amount  of  labour  to  this  very  necessary  work  during  1916,  not 


only  Mr.  Harvey  Brook  in  the  Architectural  Section  but  in 
nearly  every  other  branch  of  the  Society's  Collections.  The 


Botanical  Garden  has  been  re-arranged  by  Mr.  H.  J.  Wilkinson 
and  every  specimen  classified  and  labelled.  The  Yorkshire 
Geological  Galleries,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Rev.  W. 
Johnson,  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned,  the  specimens  washed, 
re-mounted  and  labelled  by  Mr.  Wm.  Watson  and  his  assistant 
(Miss  Holmes),  and  their  work  has  been  so  much  appreciated 
by  your  Council  that  they  have  revived  the  old  title  of  Sub- 
Curator  of  the  Museum  and  conferred  it  upon  Mr.  Wm.  Watson. 

Largely  owing  to  the  interest  aroused  by  the  article  in  last 
year’s  report  upon  ‘  Yorkshire  Potteries  ’  by  Mr.  Oxley  Grabham, 
the  Society’s  Collection  has  been  considerably  increased  during 
the  past  year.  Mr.  T.  Boynton  in  August  last  most  generously 
presented  almost  the  whole  of  his  valuable  Collection  of  Leeds 
and  other  Yorkshire  Ware,  which  is  now  in  the  gallery  of  the 


It  is  urgently  requested  that  any  discovery  of  Archaeological 
interest  in  the  neighbourhood  may  be  brought  to  the  notice  of 
either  the  Chairman,  Honorary  Curators,  or  the  Keeper  of  the 
Museum  as  early  as  possible. 

The  Keeper  of  the  Museum  will  be  pleased  to  give  any 
information  in  his  power,  and  may  be  seen  daily,  Museum 
engagements  permitting. 


Postcards  of  many  of  the  most  important  antiquities  may  be 
obtained  in  the  Museum  at  Two  Pence  each. 
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Central  Hall,  and  Mr.  A.  Hurst  has  also  made  many  valuable 
gifts  of  specimens.  To  both  of  these  gentlemen  your  Council 
tender  their  grateful  thanks.  The  whole  of  the  Pottery 
additions  have  been  labelled  by  Mr.  Oxley  Grabham  and  Mr. 
Hurst  with  the  names  of  the  potteries  where  they  were  pro¬ 
duced,  and  cases  have  ben  arranged  round  the  ground  floor  of 
the  Central  Hall  where  further  additions  to  the  Collection  can 
be  exhibited. 

An  interesting  link  with  the  past  history  of  our  Society  was 
severed  by  the  death  of  Miss  Baines  on  the  22nd  May,  1916. 
She  was  born  in  the  Museum  basement  where  her  parents 
resided,  and  almost  the  whole  of  her  long  life  of  over  80  years 
was  spent  in  the  service  of  the  Society.  She  well  remembered 
Professor  Phillips,  the  Rev.  C.  Wellbeloved,  and  Rev.  J. 
Kendrick.  Her  father,  Henry  Baines,  was  Sub-Curator  of  the 
M  useum  from  1829  to  1878,  and  Miss  Baines  delighted  to 
recount  how  in  the  early  days  of  our  Society  a  small  menagerie 
was  kept  in  the  Gardens,  including  a  bear,  a  golden  eagle,  and 
several  monkeys.  The  bear  got  loose  and  chased  Professor 

o 

Phillips  and  the  Rev.  Vernon  Harcourt  into  an  outhouse,  and 
was  afterwards  sent  by  stage  coach  to  the  London  Zoological 
Gardens  in  charge  of  Henry  Baines. 

In  July  a  very  successful  performance  of  scenes  from  the 
pageant  play  of  “  Drake,”  by  Mr.  Louis  N.  Parker,  was  given 
in  the  Museum  Gardens,  in  aid  of  the  military  and  other 
hospitals,  and  a  substantial  sum  was  raised.  Mr.  Parker  con¬ 
ducted  the  rehearsals  in  person,  and  though  on  a  smaller 
scale  the  performance  in  many  ways  recalled  the  great 
Pageant  of  1909. 

As  a  memento  of  “  frightfulness  ”  an  Incendiary  Bomb, 
dropped  by  a  Zeppelin  airship  in  the  neighbourhood,  was 
presented  to  the  Society  by  the  Lord  Mayor,  and  has  been 
appropriately  placed  in  one  of  the  large  cases  in  the  Central 
Hall  with  the  thumb  screws  and  branding  irons  of  mediaeval 
times. 

Owing  to  the  continued  absence  of  Mr.  Platnauer  on  mili¬ 
tary  service,  Mr.  Gayner  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Curator 
for  the  Library,  and  under  his  energetic  management  good 
progress  has  been  made  with  the  catalogue,  and  a  Library 
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Committee  has  been  formed  whose  report  will  be  found  on 
page  xii  of  this  Report.

All  the  above  Lectures  and  Papers  were  with  Lantern  Illustrations. 

During  the  past  year  the  Society  has  lost  by  death  and 
resignation  36  members,  14  lady  subscribers,  and  3  associates, 
whilst  25  new  subscribers  have  joined  the  Society. 
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The  death  of  the  Very  Rev.  the  Dean  of  York  (A.  P.  Purey- 
Cust)  will  be  much  felt  by  our  members.  The  late  Dean  was 
our  senior  Vice-President,  and  until  failing  health  and  advanced 
years  restricted  his  energies  was  a  constant  attendant  at  our 
Council  meetings  and  took  a  very  lively  interest  in  our  Society. 
It  is  not  yet  a  year  ago  that  he  received  a  deputation  from 
your  Council,  who  waited  upon  him  to  request  his  sanction  to 
the  erection  of  a  memorial  tablet  in  York  Minster  to  our  late 
President,  Dr.  Tempest  Anderson.  That  sanction  he  cordially 
gave.  The  tablet  is  almost  completed,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it 
will  shortly  be  placed  on  the  north  aisle  of  the  choir. 

The  Council  recommend  that  the  Rev.  W.  Johnson,  Dr. 
Bedford  Pierce,  Dr.  Evelyn,  and  Mr.  Potter-Kirby  be  new 
Members  of  Council  in  place  of  those  retiring  by  rotation.  That 
Messrs.  T.  Boynton  and  W.  Cooper  be  new  Vice-Presidents, 
and  subject  to  alteration  of  rule  Messrs.  Chas.  E.  Elmhirst 
and  H  J.  Wilkinson. 


Archaeology. — A  few  additions  have  been  made  to  the 
Collection  in  the  Archaeological  Museum  and  placed  in  the 
large  room  under  the  Lecture  Theatre,  probably  the  most 
striking  being  the  setting  up  of  the  arch  found  in  forming  St. 
Leonard’s  Place,  and  for  many  years  lying  in  separate  stones  in 
the  Ambulatory  of  St.  Leonard’s  Hospital  ruins.  In  the  small 
buttress  wall  supporting  the  newly-set-up  arch,  has  been  built 
in  the  interesting  piscina  formerly  in  the  Abbey  Church  of  St. 
Mary,  given  some  time  ago  by  Mr.  F.  Rowntree. 

Several  caps  from  the  demolished  church  of  St.  Maurice,  and 
an  arch  stone  from  the  arcade  of  the  Norman  Abbey  Church 
of  St.  Mary,  York — the  predecessor  of  the  ruined  church  we 
now  see— with  very  bold  and  novel  treatment  of  the  chevron 
ornament  have  been  added  to  the  store  of  fragments. 

Three  arch  stones,  and  a  cap,  richly  ornamented,  Middle 
Norman  Period,  found  at  the  corner  of  Piccadilly  and  Pave¬ 
ment,  by  the  courtesy  of  the  architect,  Mr.  Brierley,  and  the

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generosity  of  the  owner  of  the  property,  Mr.  Barton,  have 
been  given.  The  arch  stones  are  enriched  by  small  figures  in 
circular  bands  and  are  unlike  anything  yet  found  in  York.  The 
cap  is  of  rich  interlaced  band  and  leaf  ornament,  not  unlike 
one  found  in  the  west  wall  of  Holy  Trinity  Priory  in  1903,  and 
placed  on  a  bracket  on  one  of  the  nave  piers  in  that  church. 

A  group  has  been  made  of  arcade  caps  from  St.  Mary’s  Abbey, 
which  although  much  weathered,  form  a  valuable  study  for 
students  of  architecture. 

A  very  rich,  late  Norman  arch  stone,  one  of  a  series  of  signs 
of  the  zodiac,  with  a  carved  soffit  of  an  unusual  type,  with 
many  other  interesting  stones  have  been  given  to  the  Collection. 

The  curators  of  archaeology  would  be  most  grateful  for 
further  donations  of  curious  and  interesting  stones  of  the 
mediaeval  period,  from  members  and  friends.  There  still 
remain  in  private  possession  many  hundreds  of  beautiful  frag¬ 
ments  gleaned  from  the  ruins  of  the  buildings  of  mediaeval 
York,  which  accident  or  purchase  have  placed  in  the  temporary 
possession  of  individuals.  These  fragments  are  rarely  seen, 
and  in  many  cases  are  quite  unknown,  or  covered  with  garden 
foliage  and  lost. 

It  should  be  the  endeavour  of  York  citizens,  and  especially 
of  the  members  of  the  Philosophical  Society,  to  increase  the 
Museum  Collection  by  presenting  the  most  interesting  frag¬ 
ments  in  their  possession  to  it,  so  that  all  may  enjoy  and  profit 
by  the  delightful  and  incomparable  examples  of  mediaeval 
mason  craft.  Were  this  effort  taken  up  as  it  might  be,  our 
Collection  would  be  more  worthy  and  representative  of  this 
ancient  city. 

Botany. — Herbarium  :  The  work  done  in  this  department 
is  as  follows  v- — 

I  beg  to  record  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Arthur  Bennett,  Croydon, 
Surrey,  and  also  to  Corporal  A.  Templeman  (of  the  Royal 
Scots  Greys),  for  their  contributions  to  the  Society’s  Herbarium, 
which  will  be  found  on  page  xxxix. 

To  enable  me  to  complete  my  “Notes  on  the  Herbarium,” 
I  shall  be  pleased  to  receive  any  criticisms  or  observations 
from  those  who  are  interested  in  the  Herbaria,  relating  to  : 
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(a)  The  donors  and  collectors  of  the  specimens. 

( b )  Changes  that  have  taken  place  in  such  Yorkshire 

localities  as  Terrington  Carr,  Staveley  Carr,  Leckby 

Carr,  and  Strensall  Common. 

(c)  The  extinction  or  introduction  of  plants  in  Yorkshire 

from  1760  to  1916. 

I  regret  to  say  that  many  specimens  in  the  Herbaria  are 
without  date  or  locality.  These  are  chiefly  from  the  following  : 
Sir  James  E.  Smith,  Founder  of  the  Linn.  Society  (1788). 
Sir  Thomas  Gage,  of  Suffolk,  who  collected  many  plants 
in  Yorkshire  about  the  year  1880. 

Stephen  Robson,  of  Darlington,  author  of  “  Robson’s 
British  Flora,”  which  was  published  at  York  in  1 777, 
and  the  Rev.  Richard  Relhan,  F.L.S.  (1878),  author  of 
“  Flora  Cantab.” 

I  hope  to  obtain  information  respecting  some  of  these 
specimens,  and  will  then  fill  in  the  missing  numbers  in  the 
catalogue. 

Botanical  Garden  :•  Many  members  and  visitors  have  been 
interested  in  the  garden  this  year  (1916). 

I  beg  to  record  my  thanks  to  Mr.  John  S.  Gayner,  for  his 
kindness  in  presenting  to  the  Society  some  very  interesting 
plants,  which  will  be  found  enumerated  on  page  xxxix.  Also 
to  Mrs.  Gayner  for  her  valued  services  in  the  arrangement  and 
exhibition  in  the  Museum  of  the  flowering  plants,  mosses,  and 
fungi,  etc.,  from  York  and  district  ;  and  to  Mr.  George  Webster 
for  his  assistance  in  the  Herbarium  and  Garden. 

Entomology. —  There  has  been  nothing  added  to  the  Collec¬ 
tions  during  the  past  year.  The  specimens  and  cabinets  remain 
in  good  order  and  condition.  A  few  distinguished  entomolo¬ 
gists  have  visited  the  Museum  to  inspect  the  Allis  Collection 
of  British  Lepidoptera,  amongst  them  being  a  former  president 
of  the  Entomological  Society,  the  Rt.  Hon.  Lord  Walsingham. 

Geology. — The  work  of  this  Section  has  been  mainly  con¬ 
fined  to  the  overhauling  of  the  exhibits  in  the  cases.  Labels 
have  faded  and  become  covered  with  dust  through  long  ex¬ 
posure.  The  Council  engaged  Miss  Holmes  to  undertake  the 
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work  of  re-mounting  and  re-labelling  all  these  exhibits  under 
the  watchful  care  of  the  Sub-Curator,  Mr.  W.  Watson.  The 
work  is  being  done  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Council. 
The  re-arrangement  of  exhibits  is  adding  much  space  for  the 
display  of  many  valuable  specimens  not  previously  shown.  As 
the  cases  themselves  are  being  re-painted  the  whole  depart¬ 
ment  appears  to  be  renewed. 

A  special  gift  of  fossils  from  the  Kilkenny  beds  of  Ireland 
has  been  made  to  the  Museum  by  Professor  J.  Johnson,  D.Sc., 
F.L.S.,  M.R.I.A.,  to  whom  the  formal  thanks  of  the  Council 
were  sent. 

Library. — There  is  little  change  to  note  in  the  matter  of  the 
Serial  Publications  which  the  Library  receives  by  donation 
and  purchase.  Among  those  received  by  donation,  special 
mention  must,  however,  be  made  of  the  Transactions  and 
Proceedings  of  the  Royal  Society,  sent  on  to  us  by  the  Rev. 
Professor  T.  G.  Bonney,  F.R.S.  The  list  of  those  purchased 
is  as  follows,  and  the  donations  appear  in  their  usual  place  in 
the  Report.

Yorkshire  Geological  Society,  Proceedings  of. 
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The  last  of  these,  the  Proceedings  of  the  Yorkshire  Geolog¬ 
ical  Society,  has  yielded  us  “  A  Bibliography  of  Yorkshire 
Geology,”  by  T.  Sheppard,  M.Sc.  etc.,  perhaps  the  greatest 
aid  to  the  study  of  the  natural  features  of  the  county  since  the 
publication  of  Prof.  Phillips’  great  classics  on  the  “  Geology  of 
Yorkshire.”  There  is  no  other  county  which  can  boast  such 
a  work. 

Of  individual  donations,  two  of  great  interest  may  be  re¬ 
marked,  one,  a  nicely  bound  copy  of  Part  3  of  the  Victoria  and 
Albert  Museum  Portfolios  dealing  with  Tapestries,  presented 
by  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum,  and  bound  at  the  cost  of 
an  anonymous  donor.  This  book  is  of  great  value  to  us,  as  for 
the  first  time  we  possess  in  it  a  careful  and  well  illustrated 
account  of  the  fine  Sheldonian  Tapestries  presented  to  the 
Y.P.S.  by  Archbishop  Harcourt  in  1831.  The  second  gift  to 
be  noted  is  a  complete  set  of  the  “  Penny  Cyclopaedia,”  which 
we  owe  to  the  generosity  of  another  self-effacing  donor.  It  is 
of  value  to  us,  not  only  for  its  historical  importance,  its  wealth 
of  wood-cut  illustrations,  and  its  clear  articles  from  the  pen  of 
Richard  Owen  and  others  of  its  period  (1833-44),  but  also 
because  it  contains  an  important  review  of  the  Science  of 
Geology  from  the  pen  of  Prof.  Phillips,  written  when  he  was 
Keeper  of  the  Society’s  Museum. 

The  subject  of  “Yorkshire  Pots  and  Potters”  has  been  much 
before  the  Society  in  recent  years.  The  new  cases  in  the  first 
floor  of  the  old  theatre  provided  the  facilities  for  an  improved 
display  of  a  selection  of  the  pottery  possessed  by  the  Society. 
Mr.  Grabham’s  lecture  in  February,  1913,  on  “  Yorkshire 
Pottery,”  his  monograph  on  “  Yorkshire  Potteries,  Pots,  and 
Potters,”  which  was  issued  with  last  year’s  Report,  the  gifts 
and  loans  of  Yorkshire  Pottery  by  Mr.  T.  Boynton  and  Mr. 
A.  Hurst,  have  all  tended  in  the  same  direction,  and  mem¬ 
bers  may  be  interested  to  know  that  the  following  are  in  the

We  desire  to  thank  the  Council  for  the  sympathetic  attitude 
they  have  adopted  in  regard  to  the  provision  of  money  to  buy 
books,  and  in  the  still  more  important  matter  of  staff  to  render 
accessible  the  books  already  in  the  possession  of  the  Society. 

Meteorqlogy. — Statistics  of  Station  /--Longitude,  i°  5  W.  ; 
Latitude,  53"  57'  N.  ;  height  above  mean  sea  level,  56  feet. 

The  weather  of  1916  can  hardly  be  described  as  ideal, 
real  summer  weather  being  limited  to  about  one  week.  The 
ripening  of  crops  and  fruit  was  retarded,  and  general  conditions 
were  favourable  to  the  development  of  disease  among  potatoes. 

The  shifting  of  the  c.g.  of  the  rainfall  from  the  west  towards 
east,  noted  in  last  year’s  report,  is  again  noticeable  and  is 
well  exhibited  in  the  chart  illustrating  the  report  on  the  British 
rainfall  published  in  “  The  Times.” 
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Temperature  ranged  in  1916  between  210  F.,  which  was  re¬ 
corded  on  December  20th,  and  82°  F.  which  was  taken  on 
August  5th,  the  range  of  temperature — 62°  F. — being  2°  F. 
more  than  for  1915,  but  6°  F.  below  the  range  for  1914. 

In  respect  of  barometric  pressure  it  should  he  remembered 
a  new  unit — the  millibar — has  been  adopted,  and  that  1000 
millibars=  29*531  mercury  inches. 

A  Mean  Pressure  of  1011  mbs.  has  been  recorded  as  against 
a  pressure  of  1012*5  mb-  for  I9I5-  December  was  lowest  with 
1003*2  mbs.,  November  next  with  1006*0  mbs,  and  February 
next  with  1006*9  mbs.  January  and  September  both  reached 
1017*4  mbs.  and  July  1016*5  mbs.  The  extreme  range  of 
pressure  was  62*3  mbs.  as  compared  with  73*1  mbs.  for  1915. 
The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer  was  taken  on  January 
31st,  9  p.m.,  viz. :  1033*8  mbs.,  and  the  lowest — 971*5  mbs. — 
on  November  5th  at  9  p.m. 

Rain  or  Snow  fell  to  the  amount  of  607  mm.  The  heavy 
rainfall  of  the  year  occurred  in  August  (80  mm.),  March  and 
October  (72  mm.),  and  February  (69  mm.)  There  is  a  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  rainfall,  18  mm.,  as  compared  with  1915,  York 
being  one  of  few  places  so  favoured.  The  largest  fall  on  one 
day  occurred  on  August  16th,  when  18  mm.  fell.  Our  driest 
months  in  1916  were  January,  April,  and  September,  when  the 
falls  were  19,  25,  26  mm.  respectively.  The  cumulative  totals 
for  the  wettest  months  since  1820  are  now  : — October  5107 
mms.,  August  5085  mms.,  and  July  4803  mms. 

Observations  of  winds  show  that  during  1916  we  have  had 
“strong”  winds  on  65  days  as  against  45  for  1915,  and 
“  calms  ”  on  10  days  as  against  12  for  1915.  The  chief  winds 
have  been  observed  as  W.  (302),  S.  (234),  N.  (155),  E.  (102), 
N.W.  (99),  S.W.  (81).  We  have  had  31  days  of  “  clear”  sky, 
and  130  days  “  overcast,”  as  compared  with  41  and  107 
respectively  for  1915.  The  consequence  of  this  was  the  ruin¬ 
ing  or  overlapping  of  the  harvest.  There  have  been  14 
thunderstorms  and  34  fogs  as  compared  with  14  thunderstorms 
and  20  fogs  for  1915.  Snow  fell  on  29  days  as  against  17  for 
the  previous  year. 

Bright  Sunshine  was  observed  for  1139  hours  as  compared 
with  1337  lor  1915,  a  reduction  from  30  %  to  26  %  of  the 
possible. 
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Mineralogy. — Very  few  additions  have  been  made  in  this 
department  during  the  past  year,  but  the  Collections  are 
maintained  in  their  usual  standard  of  excellence. 

Numismatics. — The  Collections  are  in  good  order.  A  Paper 
by  the  Hon.  Curator  on  “Some  rare  Saxon  Coins”  will  be 
found  on  page  i. 

Ornithology. — Both  in  skins  and  mounted  specimens  the 
Collections  are  gradually  increasing.  Whilst  we  possess 
many  of  the  rarer  birds  of  the  County,  we  are  still  in  want  of 
some  of  the  common  species. 

Zoology.— Several  additions  have  been  made  to  the  collec¬ 
tions  of  skins  and  mounted  mammals.  We  still  need  a  large 
tench,  a  large  carp,  and  a  large  burbot,  to  add  to  our  fine 
collection  of  Yorkshire  Fishes. 

Field  Naturalists’  Section. — Your  Committee  have  to 
report  that  in  spite  of  the  troublesome  times  through  which 
the  country  is  passing,  the  interest  in  this  Society  has  been 
well  maintained,  the  meetings  have  been  well  attended,  and 
much  enthusiasm  has  been  shown  in  the  discussions  which 
have  followed  the  various  lectures  and  papers. 

During  the  summer  a  number  of  field  excursions  were  held, 
the  first  of  which  was  to  Moreby  Park  and  the  Heronry  of 
Stillingfleet,  the  members  were  pleased  to  see  16  pairs  of  birds 
breeding  in  Stillingfleet  Wood,  and  later  in  the  summer  the 
keeper  informed  me  that  all  the  young  were  successfully  reared. 
Our  second  excursion  was  to  Sandburn,  and  on  Saturday,  June 
17th,  Castle  Howard  was  visited.  Rambles  on  Clifton  Ings 
and  in  Askham  Bogs  also  took  place,  and  on  August  2nd,  Mr. 
H.  J.  Wilkinson  conducted  a  number  of  members  round  the 
Museum  Gardens  and  explained  the  work  which  was  being 
done  in  the  Botanical  Garden.  On  Saturday,  August  5th,  a 
most  enjoyable  afternoon  was  spent  by  a  large  party  on 
Skipwith  Common. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Winter  Session  was  held  in  the 
Tempest  Anderson  Hall  on  September  27th,  when  our  President 
gave  a  lecture  on  “  Some  Yorkshire  Gymnosperms,  recent  and 
fossil,”  illustrating  his  remarks  with  a  large  number  of  lantern 
slides,  books,  and  specimens. 
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At  the  following  meeting  Mr.  H.  J.  Wilkinson  spoke  on 
“  The  Flora  of  Strensall  Common,”  he  showed  a  large  number 
of  herbarium  specimens  ol  flowering  plants  from  that  locality, 
pointing  out  the  difference  of  aquatic  and  terrestrial  plants  and 
the  influence  of  man  on  the  flora,  he  also  desired  to  place  on 
record  the  services  of  Corpl.  Templeman  who,  whilst  stationed 
at  the  camp  during  1916,  had  discovered  a  colony  of  bee  orchis 
and  the  rare  bladderwort  ( Utricularia  intermedia  and  Utvicularia 
ochroleuca) ;  in  addition  to  these  he  had  confirmed  the  following 
records,  the  meadow  rue,  allseed,  buckthorn,  whortleberry, 
cranberry,  meadow  thistle,  sawwort,  small  skullcap,  chaffweed, 
bellwort,  and  adder’s  tongue.  During  the  evening  Mr.  H.  J. 
Wilkinson  proposed,  and  Mr.  Zimmerman  seconded,  that 
Corpl.  Andrew  Templeman,  of  the  Royal  Scots  Greys,  be 
elected  honorary  member  of  this  Society.  The  President,  in 
supporting  Mr.  Wilkinson’s  proposal,  spoke  of  the  enormous 
amount  of  work  which  he  had  done  during  his  stay  at  Strensall 
camp,  and  on  putting  the  proposition  to  the  meeting  Corpl. 
Templeman  was  unanimously  elected. 

On  October  25th,  Mr.  F.  A.  Woolley,  C.E.B.B.A.,  of  Borough- 
bridge,  gave  a  most  instructive  lecture  on  “The  Honey  Bee,” 
the  remarks  of  the  lecturer  were  made  extremely  interesting 
by  a  fine  series  of  photographs  thrown  upon  the  screen,  and  a 
large  number  of  live  specimens  were  shown. 

At  the  following  meeting  Mr.  Geo.  Webster  read  a  paper  on 
“  Equisetum  ”  (horsetails),  a  remarkable  genus  of  plants,  illus¬ 
trating  his  observations  by  numerous  specimens.  Another 
most  interesting  paper  was  the  one  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Evers,  who 
told  us  about  “  Fruits  and  their  dispersal.” 

At  the  meeting  arranged  for  November  22nd,  Counc.  J.  E. 
Gibbs  ought  to  have  given  a  lecture  on  “  Angling,”  but  owing 
to  a  serious  illness  he  was  unable  to  attend.  To  fill  the  gap 
Mr.  Gayner  had  arranged  with  Mr.  J.  A.  Dell,  M.Sc.,  of  Bootham 
School,  who  gave  a  most  interesting  lecture  on  “The  Life 
History  of  some  Common  Trees,”  illustrating  his  remarks  with 
numerous  lantern  slides,  drawings,  and  models. 

At  the  December  meeting  Mr.  W.  Bellerby  read  a  paper 
entitled  “An  Introduction  to  the  study  of  British  Agaricinse,” 
he  also  exhibited  a  large  number  of  beautiful  water  colours  of 
the  various  species,  he  described  the  various  species  of  fungi 
and  explained  how  the  edible  fungi  might  be  distinguished 
from  the  poisonous  varieties. 
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At  our  first  meeting  in  January,  Mr.  A.  Smith  read  a  paper 
on  “  Some  Common  Strensall  Moths,”  and  your  Secretary 
read  one  on  “  Birds  which  breed  on  Strensall  Common.” 

On  Wednesday,  January  24th,  Mr.  Oxley  Grabham,  M.A., 
M.B.O.U.,  the  Curator  of  the  Museum,  gave  an  illustrated 
lecture  on  “  Natural  History  as  represented  by  the  Art  of  the 
Potter.” 

During  February  Mr.  T.  J.  Martin  read  a  most  excellent 
paper,  which  had  been  written  by  Miss  Deeming,  entitled 
<£  Weeds  in  an  Old  Garden.” 

The  lecture  by  Mr.  W.  Ingham  on  “  The  Buttercup  Family  ” 
was  much  appreciated.  Mr.  Ingham  described  the  British 
buttercups,  both  land  and  aquatic,  and  showed  specimens 
illustrating  the  influence  of  still  and  running  water  on  plant 
life  ;  the  mode  of  growth  and  distribution  of  the  creeping  and 
bulbous  buttercups  were  referred  to  and  their  life  history 
described.  Specimens  of  the  meadow  rue,  columbine,  larkspur, 
globe  flower,  and  marsh  marigold  were  exhibited  and  ably 
described  by  the  lecturer. 

Another  interesting  paper  was  the  one  read  by  Mr.  Geo. 
Machin,  who  took  for  his  subject  “  The  Birds  which  breed 
twixt  Highway  and  Hedge,”  enumerating  in  this  category  those 
that  nidify  amidst  the  grass,  scrub,  and  in  the  ditch  banks  by 
the  highway  side,  describing  the  exact  site  of  the  nest  as  well 
as  its  construction,  the  colour  and  colouration  of  the  eggs. 

At  our  last  meeting  Mr.  J.  A.  Dell  M.Sc.,  gave  a  lecture  on 
“The  Variations  of  the  Common  Wasp.” 

The  reading  of  the  Sectional  Officers’  reports  on  Botany, 
Conchology,  Entomology,  and  Ornithology  prove  that  great 
interest  is  still  taken  in  natural  history,  and  that  a  great 
amount  of  field  work  has  been  accomplished  and  numerous 
observations  made. 

At  the  various  meetings  a  large  number  of  exhibits  have 
been  shown,  some  of  which  were  rare  and  interesting. 

With  regard  to  our  membership,  at  the  last  annual  meeting 
we  had  79  members  on  the  register,  8  new  members  have  been 
elected,  Mr.  W.  C.  Hodgson  has  passed  away,  2  resigned, 
4  have  been  struck  off,  leaving  80  members,  an  increase  of  1 
on  the  year.
